ARNOLD HOUSE 


It is with much pleasure that the Editor announces the acquisition of the 
Society’s seventh piece of real estate — the ancient house built about 1687 
by Eleazer Arnold in the present town of Lincoln, R. |. This was given us 
as a memorial to Sabra Arnold by his great grandnieces and great grand- 
nephews as follows: Mrs. Henry G. Chamberlain, Mr. Charles H. Porter, Dr. 
Emery M. Porter, Mr. Harold M. Pitman, Mr. Lawrence M. Pitman, Mrs. 
Sterling S. Smith. 

This is indeed a worthy memorial. It has long been known as the finest 
stone end house in Rhode Island and must rank as one of the very best in the 
United States. As is to be expected ina house of its date, it faces the south. 
The stone chimney formed the entire west end of the original house, but when 
the leanto was raised a story that portion of the west end was built of wood. 
The ground floor fireplaces, which are built end to end, have not yet been 
opened up but promise to be even larger than those in our Swett-Ilsley house 
at Newbury. 

The brick chimney at the eastern end of the house is a later addition but 
too interesting to demolish, especially as it seems unlikely that all the original 
features of the house can be so accurately traced as to make it desirable to 
restore them, and consequently a number of the later alterations —- among 
them the raising of the leanto roof — will probably be allowed to stand to 
show the evolution of the house. 

The interior arrangement of the original building is difficult to determine, 
due to numerous partitions in the present structure apparently not original. 
More should be ascertained on this point when the repairs are under way. 
The garret roof shows indications of a front gable, the mortise holes for which 
have been found in the plate, but lack of funds will prevent the restoration of 
this feature just now. 

Mr. Norman M. Isham of Providence estimated the amount to be spent 
for immediate repairs at $660, which was raised before we accepted the gift of 
the house and the lot on which it stands. 

It should be said in passing that the gift of the property is dependent on 
the following conditions. The Society is to attempt to raise, within three 
years of the end of the war, an endowment of not less than $3,000 for the 
future care of the house. Meanwhile it is to spend up to $600, if needed, 
on repairs, and annually until the end of the war not less than $50. The 
building is to be preserved as a permanent memorial of the past in honor of 
Sabra Arnold, and the Society is given a reasonably free hand in the use of 
the property. 

The receipt of so fine a gift must surely prompt other gifts of a similar 
nature. Each of these will entail an unavoidable expense for the Society, so 
that its acceptance will have to depend on raising money for essential repairs 
and a sufficient endowment to make the future of that property secure. These 
endowments should be not less than $5,000 each, and as the amount we wish 
to raise for the Arnold house is only $3,000 there should be no reasonable 
doubt of our ability to get it. 

We wish once more to express the gratitude of the Society to the generous 
donors of this memorial, who have shown such confidence in the Society's 
ability to care for the valuable trust confided to it.

PURCHASE OF THE CAMBRIDGE STREET SHOPS IN FRONT 
OF THE OTIS HOUSE 


Ever since acquiring the Harrison Gray Otis house, on Lynde Street, 
Boston, there has been a strong feeling among our members and the public at 
large that we should buy and remove the ugly line of shops which so disfigures 
the Cambridge Street front of the property. Owing to the pressing need of 
money for the Otis house itself no attempt was made to secure funds for the 
purchase of these shops until our late member, Mrs. R. D. Evans, offered to 
contribute up to $7,000 provided others would subscribe the balance of the 
purchase price. This offer came at a time when it was certain we should find 
great difficulty in securing favorable responses on account of the growing 
pressure of war conditions. Accordingly after a small amount had been 
pledged it seemed wise to drop the matter until the end of the war.

In October, 1917, Mrs. Evans died and the Society lost one of its best 
friends. In 1918 her estate offered to pay the Society the full amount of her 
subscription, provided the subscription list was completed without delay. 
The Trustees felt that even in war time this justified them in asking the mem- 
bers to give the necessary help, and, in fact, that they would be blameworthy 
in the extreme should they hesitate to do so. The real estate negotiations 
were put in the handsof one of our Trustees, Mr. Paul M. Hamlen, to whose 
efficient work the Society is greatly indebted for their successful conclusion. 
A proposition which at one time looked hopeless was soon put on a good 
business basis and the purchase price agreed upon. 

The Trustees called in the subscriptions promised when the first attempt 
to raise money was postponed, and appealed to those members who had found 
it possible to respond to previous calls. The appeal was made with the under- 
standing that the line of shops would some time be removed, but not until 
our finances would permit us to give the site the proper treatment to conform 
with the requirements of the Otis house. It is already apparent that our 
members will be of different minds as to the treatment of this ground, for 
several plans have already been suggested, each having points of merit but 
none receiving united support. The alterations will require careful study, 
and the appeal for funds with which to pay for them will have to take its place 
in due course with other urgent appeals which the Society will have to make

during the next few years. Meanwhile it is gratifying to know that the shops, 
far from being a burden, are showing a net income of some seven or eight 
hundred dollars a year. 

Through this entire undertaking we may trace the kindly spirit and generous 
act of our late member, Mrs. Evans, whose helping hand not even death could 
stay.

THIRD LIBERTY LOAN ENDOWMENT FUND 


At the last Annual Meeting of the Society the Secretary announced 
generous Offer of help as follows: a gift of $5,000 if the Society would raise 
$10,000, or $10,000 if the Society would raise $15,000. the total in either case 
to go into a permanent fund for the general purposes of the Society. This 
was due to our Bulletin No. 17 of December, 1917, dealing with the old 
Colony house at Newport, which very favorably impressed the member 
making this offer. 

As the country had been almost a year in the war, the end of which seemed 
far distant, the Trustees felt some hesitation about accepting this offer and 
making the necessary appeal for help. The near approach of the Third 
Liberty Loan campaign, however, decided the question favorably, for the 
suggestion was made, and promptly adopted, that the Society combine this 
appeal with the efforts its members would individually be making to help the 
Federal Government float the Third Liberty Loan. It was announced that 
all amounts received would be invested in that Loan, or that Liberty Bonds 
themselves would be accepted. 

OQur members came forward in so generous a way as to raise $3,059 over 
the $15,000 required, the whole $18,059 representing gifts from 358 persons 
in sums ranging from $1.00 to $2,000. Adding to this sum the $10,000 we 
had thereby qualified for, gave a grand total of $28,059 as a wholly new endow- 
ment fund, coming with a suddenness as startling as it was gratifying. But for 
the receipt of this fund the recent financing of the Society would have been 
somewhat difficult. The war was a trying period in that our current receipts 
fell off at the very moment when our expenses were increased, not only through 
war prices but also through the ownership and maintenance of our headquarters 
building. There is no balance whatsoever over the expenses of the present 
year and it can truthfully be said that but for the help of a few friends much 
that has been done would have been left undone. The most welcome help 
of all was, however, that part of the income from the new endowment fund 
which fell within our present fiscal year, and the certainty that the whole income 
will be available annually hereafter is a help impossible to overestimate. 

Our members must all feel grateful to the friend to whom we owe this 
addition to our resources as well as to those members who were so fortunate 
as to be able to give the cooperation necessary to secure so helpful a gift.

The organization of this Society whose object is fully indicated 
by its name, marks an important departure from the usual form of 
antiquarian societies. The most important antiquities to be pre- 
served are houses built in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
and in the first years of the nineteenth. Each house acquired will 
be repaired, and restored if need be, and whenever feasible let to ten- 
ants under restrictions best suited to its proper care and preserva- 
tion. Some houses of surpassing interest which-may be owned by 
the Society will probably always be open to the public and main- 
tained solely as memorials. The gift of houses of historic or struc- 
tural interest is desired, and it is strongly recommended that they 
be endowed, and free from any restrictions other than the require- 
ment of preservation. 

The Society maintains at its headquarters a museum for the 
preservation of smaller antiquities. This museum is in need of 
further gifts and endowment. There is a small library, a special 
feature of which is the collection of photographs and other views of 
New England present and past. Gifts to enlarge this collection are 
much desired. 

A large membership is absolutely essential to the success of 
the Society, just as the Society is essential to the preservation of our 
fast vanishing antiquities. Persons wishing to become members 
should apply to the Corresponding Secretary, Wm. Sumner Apple- 
ton, 2 Lynde Street, Boston, Mass., enclosing check payable to 
William C. Endicott, Treasurer. The classes of membership 
are: Life, $50; Active, $5 per year; Associate, $2 per year. All members 
receive the Bulletin, but Associate Members may not vote or hold 
office.
